To the inhabitants of the Town of Jefferson in the County of Coos in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town of Jefferson on 
Tuesday, the Eleventh day of March next, at 7:30 of the clock in the evening, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year** and to 
vote for Executive Councilor 


**ARTICLE 1 TO BE VOTED ON BY OFFICIAL BALLOT WHILE THE POLLS ARE 
OPEN. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate up to the sum of 
$100,000 for the purpose of replacing the bridge on Ingerson Road, and to autho- 
rize the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow up to $100,000 by issue of serial notes 
or bonds of the Town in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) upon 
such terms and at such rate of interest as the Selectmen may determine and fur- 
ther to authorize the Selectmen to do whatever may be necessary in connection 
with the issuance of such notes or bonds and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$22,000 for first year payment of such note or bond. Selectmen recommend. 
Ballot vote required, 2/3 in favor to pass. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50,000 for the purpose of depositing into the Highway Capital Reserve Fund and 
to authorize the use $50,000 of the December 31, 2013 fund balance for this pur- 
pose. NO funds to be raised by taxation. Selectmen recommend. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$75,000 for the purpose of replacing the bridge on Ingerson Road and to autho- 
rize the withdrawal of $75,000 from the Highway CRF for this purpose. NO funds to 
be raised by taxation. Selectmen recommend. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 558,426 to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year. Selectmen recommend. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum up to 
$40,000 for the purpose of resurfacing 3020 feet of Israel River Road (formerly Rt. 
115B) and replacing culverts, and to authorize the withdrawal of up to $40,000 
from the Route 115B Reconstruction CRF for this purpose. NO funds to be raised by 
taxation. Selectmen recommend. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$61,000 to be added to the Capital Reserve Funds as listed. Selectmen recommend. 


$15,000 Fire Truck CRF $2,000 Transfer Station CRF 
$40,000 Highway Vehicle CRF $4,000 Building CRF 
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ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$29,500 to be added to the Expendable Trust Funds as listed. Selectmen recom- 
mend. 


$20,000 Town Library Fund $5,000 Cemetery Maintenance Fund 
$ 4,500 Athletic Expendable Trust 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate up to the sum of 
$17,000 for the purpose doing maintenance to the headstones, walls, pillars and 
road at the Starr King Cemetery and to authorize the withdrawal of up to $17,000 
from the Cemetery Maintenance fund. NO funds to be raised by taxation. Selectmen 
recommend. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$16,000 for the purpose of refurbishing the Town Hall floor and rewire the Highway 
Garage, and to authorize the withdrawal of such funds from the Building CRF. NO 
funds to be raised by taxation. Selectmen recommend. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to change the polling hours. Polling 
hours in the town of Jefferson are now 8:00 A.M. to 8:00 P.M. Shall we place a ques- 
tion on the state election ballot to change polling hours so that polls shall open at 
11:00 A.M. and close at 7:00 P.M. for all regular state elections beginning 2016? 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to terminate the Inter-Municipal 
Agreement with the Mount Washington Regional Airport Authority. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectboard to enact the 
following resolution to protect citizen health, safety, and quality of life; water 
resources and environmental quality; and local, regional, and state economies with 
respect to the transport of crude oil through New Hampshire. (by Petition) 


WHEREAS, 18” and 24” pipelines were constructed across northern New 
Hampshire in 1950 and 1985, respectively, to transport imported light crude oil 
from Portland, Maine, to Montreal, Quebec; and 


WHEREAS, present market conditions have substantially reduced demand for 
transporting imported light crude oil inland from the Atlantic coast; and 


WHEREAS, abundant production of heavy crude and tar sands oil in western 
North America has created a market for transportation of these oils to Atlantic 
ports; and 


WHEREAS, these market conditions suggest that reversing the direction of flow 
on the above-mentioned pipelines could become economically profitable for cor- 
porations in the foreseeable future; and 


WHEREAS, spills of diluted tar sands oil create more costly and difficult clean-up 
challenges than conventional oil spills, including public health risks from toxic 
fumes and long-term water and riverbed contamination from sunken oil; and 


WHEREAS, a significant spill of any petroleum product along the pipeline Right- 
of-Way in New Hampshire would have a devastating effect on the economy and 
environment of Jefferson, including property values, business, tourism, recreation, 
hunting and fishing; and 
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WHEREAS, pipeline age and the hydraulic stresses resulting from reversal of flow 
can contribute to the likelihood of a spill; and 


WHEREAS, existing technologies and practices for inspecting pipeline integrity 
have failed to prevent catastrophic pipeline failures; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


1.That the Town expresses its opposition to the transport of tar sands oil 
through New Hampshire and the Town of Jefferson and its deep concern 
about the economic, environmental, and public health risks of such trans- 
port; and 


2.That the Town strongly encourages the New Hampshire General Court and 
the U.S. Congress to take all reasonable steps to ensure that any proposed 
flow reversal of the Portland-Montreal pipeline receives thorough review at 
both state and federal levels of economic, environmental, and public health 
and safety impacts, including the impact of spills; and 


3.That the Town transmit a copy of this resolution to all relevant state, fed- 
eral, and other pertinent entities. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of 
such equipment of the Town as the Selectmen in their sole discretion deem equi- 
table, just and subject to existing laws. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to allow the Tax Collector to accept pre- 
payment of taxes in accordance to RSA 80:52-a until rescinded. 


ARTICLE 16: To transact any other business that may come before the meeting.

Management's Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of 
these financial statements in accordance with accounting principles accepted 
in the United States of America; this includes the design, implementation, and 
maintenance of internal controls relevant to the preparation and fair presenta- 
tion of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether 
due to error or fraud. 


Auditor’s Responsibility

| wish to start out this year thanking our Select Board for supporting and our resi- 
dents for voting to replace our 1977 walk-in support van. We took delivery on the 
new van October 8th this year. The chassis is a Ford F59 heavy duty, which was pur- 
chased through North Country Ford in Lancaster, and the body was built by the 
Morgan Olson Company in Sturgis, Michigan. This past June, myself, Lt. Kevin Staines 
and Lt. Larry Wells traveled to Michigan for a tour of the company’s facility and to 
finalize the body design. After delivery we knew we would have some shelving that 
needed to be done on the inside, emergency lights to be installed, and load our 
equipment from the old van into the new one. | have to thank Lt. Kevin Staines for 
being very instrumental on this project, and after the van’s arrival, all the work he and 
Firefighter Jeff Wiseman accomplished to get this into service, and to the rest of the 
crew who chipped in to finish the van. We kept the project on budget, and we ask 
that any of our residents who wish to, please stop by and look at our new acquisition. 


2013 turned out to be a busy year for our departments as we responded to sev- 
enty nine (79) Fire and EMS incidents, which is slightly higher than last year. Our 
membership continues to train in house and have gone to classes that have been 
offered. This gives us a chance to work with other departments, and to keep up on 
needed skills. Throughout the year, we continue to be very proactive in our com- 
munity, helping our residents when needed, and with our other town organizations 
with various projects. Our members also enjoyed participating in our home town 
4th of July parade and some of our members also helped oversee the spectacular 
fireworks at the Waumbek Golf Course. Thank you Sherri Anderson and her crew of 
Anderson Pyrotechnics from Milan, as they put on a terrific show again this year that 
was well attended. 


We scheduled the time as we do each year to visit with our students and staff at 
the Elementary and the Kid’s Connection Schools. This takes place during Fire 
Prevention Week. This past year we were fortunate to have access from the NH Fire 
Marshal's office, a demonstration trailer that is set up like a home, that allowed us to 
bring the school children through. This was a great learning experience, along with 
our classroom time, and with Investigator Stacey Dubious and her K-9 partner Molly, 
from the NH Fire Marshal’s Office, made a special day for all. Thank you to the 
schools and staff for your hospitality, we enjoy doing this as it gives a chance to 
interact with the students.

Each year thou- 
sands of people are injured or killed, with property damage in the millions across 
the country. 


1. Fire Safety Is Fire Prevention. 


How safe is your home? This can be simple things, such as not overloading 
extension cords and maintaining our heating systems by having them cleaned and 
inspected yearly. Burn wood? Or pellets? Please have your wood stove/pellet stove 
installation approved and inspected. Keep check on creosote build-up in pipes and 


chimneys and disposing of wood ashes properly. Improperly disposed wood 
ashes have caused fatalities and thousands of dollars in damages every year. 
Start by placing them in a metal container, take them outside and wet them 
down. Never place in a cardboard box or plastic container! Do not leave them 
in your home, or bring them back into your home! 


Pellet stoves are good, affordable heat, but there is a misconception that they 
are maintenance free. This is not the case. These stoves, pipes should be checked 
and cleaned periodically though the heating season. Do not operate any unap- 
proved, unvented heating system in the home. Never leave combustible items near 
any heating system. Make sure all vents for any heating system, dryer vents, doors 
leading to the outside are clear and clean, especially during the winter months. 
Always use open fire safely and responsibly. We should all have a check list and the 
entire family can get involved to help make us safer. Have an escape plan and prac- 
tice it often, make sure everyone knows where the designated meeting place is. 
Never return into a building that has some type of problem. 


2. Properly Operating Back-Up Generators 


As we all know from time to time we do lose power here in town. If we should 
have to rely on a generator to get by until the power is restored, please never run 
the generator in an enclosed area, meaning basements or garages. Refuel only 
after the generator has cooled down, and do not try to run more items than the 
generator is rated for. If you are using a transfer switch in your home, ensure it has 
been wired properly as this can cause dangerous feedback into the system. 


3. Smoke/Co Alarms 


We cannot stress this enough. Every home needs to have adequate Smoke 
Alarms and Carbon Monoxide Detectors. These are our first defense should 
something go wrong. These need to be in all living areas. Test all you may have once 
a month. Change your clocks, change your batteries. Have at least 2 working ABC 
fire extinguishers easily accessible and know how to use them. If you need help in 
installing a detector, or how many you should have and proper placement, please 
feel free to contact the department. 


4. The Only Number To Call For Fire, EMS, Police Is 911. 
Keep this number and all Emergency Numbers posted near your phones. Teach 
your younger children the necessity of this number and only use when there is an 
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emergency. Never let a small problem become a large one, and never feel you are 
bothering us. This is a service we provide our residents 24 hours a day. 


5. Make Sure Your House Number Is Visible. 


The number issued to your home is your responsibility, please be sure your 
number is in good condition and visible from the road. This will help us and other 
agencies find you that much faster should you need that service. 


6. Permits For Outside Fires. 


In accordance with the laws of New Hampshire Forests and Lands, any outdoor 
fire requires a written permit, when conditions allow. You must obtain a permit for 
campfires, and to burn brush. Permits are not required for charcoal and gas grills. 
Permits are only good for the time they are issued for. No exceptions. Any type of 
fire to do with wood requires a permit. No written permit is needed when there is 
adequate snow on the ground, covering the area completely where you wish to 
burn in. If you are not sure of the snow requirements, please call a permit issuer 
first, it might save a lot of aggravation later and it is also a good idea to call a per- 
mit issuer and advise us so we can call it into our dispatch center. This lessens the 
possibility of a well meaning citizen making an unnecessary 911 call. 


It is Against The Law to Burn Any Type of Household Trash. This Act is 
Punishable By Fines. The transfer station will accept all our separated trash. Please 


call Forest Fire Warden Larry Wells, or any Deputy Warden for any questions you 
may have. 


Knowing what to do during an emergency may have a better ending in a bad sit- 
uation. For our residents, the fire department, free of charge is willing to give your 
home a safety inspection, or please contact us with any concerns you may have. 


| wish to extend my appreciation to our members who serve these departments 
and our community. Thank you for giving up free and family time to attend meet- 
ings, train, to respond to emergency calls 365 days, 24 hours a day, and strive to 
give the best possible emergency services we can. | am grateful to have such ded- 
icated people on these departments. Be proud of ourselves members, you have 
served your community well. | wish to express our gratitude for the continued sup- 
port we receive from our Board of Selectmen and from our community members 
and to all the past members who helped make the department what it is today.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency 
of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required 
for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open 
burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire's forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of 
Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in late March with the first reported fire on March 
26th 2013. April, which is the traditional start to our spring fire season, started very 
dry with little measurable precipitation until the middle of the month. 
Approximately 70% of our reportable fires occurred during the months of April and 
May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our fires occurred on class 
3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, extensive rains began which provided us with 
a very wet summer overall. We had a longer fall fire season due to drier than nor- 
mal conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires were small and 
quickly extinguished. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to 
operate on Class Ill or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with 
keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accu- 
rate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by the NH 
Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where 
homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2013 
season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than 
just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from 
spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear 
of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner rec- 
ommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

2013 JEFFERSON LIBRARY BUILDING 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


With the Town’s purchase in June of the Vaitl lot, the Library Building Committee Is 
making great progress with the project's planning stages. We have been working with 
the architects, firming up our design of the building's floor plan and outer facade. We 
are eager to share this with you, and anticipate finishing this part of the project over 
the next few months. 


Funding of the library is obviously an important issue to everyone and one the 
Committee is taking seriously. We’ve added members to the group to help research 
and explore different avenues of fundraising. Grants will be an important part of the 
financial mix, currently several are being pursued with more to follow. While there is 
still a great deal of work to do, we're confident we can put together a financial plan that 
will bring the project to completion and satisfy the taxpayers of Jefferson. 


As you know, our goal is to create an attractive, functional, and cost effective building. 
Equally as important, and really the central goal of the project, is to provide Jefferson's 
residents with a space accessible to everyone. Modern libraries promote education, 
social interaction, and most importantly, a sense of community. A properly designed 
building has unlimited potential, the focus of today’s library being much broader than 
books alone. In our research we've seen the results other communities have achieved in 
creating this social and cultural center, and the outcomes are all positively amazing. 


In addition to the land purchase, $1335 was spent last year for services such as title 
search, septic test pit, and a preliminary survey to help us with locating the building on 
the site. 


Your continued support is crucial for us to get through the planning stages. 
Purchasing the land for the project was made possible by adding yearly to the build- 
ing fund. Voting for that purchase, along with the town’s history of positive financial 
support and interest in the project has already made good impressions regarding 
grant applications. 


2014 will be another busy year for the committee. We're excited to be moving for- 
ward with our planning and bringing those plans to you. We welcome your input and, 
as always, invite you to share your thoughts and talents.

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2013 LIBRARY REPORT 


We want to thank everyone who has contributed to the library in the past year. 
This includes: books and material donations, donations of monetary amounts, vol- 
unteering your time by supporting programs, getting involved in fund-raising 
events or attending meetings. We want to thank you for recognizing the impor- 
tance of the library's role in providing the opportunity for “knowledge and learn- 
ing...essential to the preservation of a free government.” (RSA 202-A:1). Special 
thanks needs to go out to Valerie Gauthier, Diane Heath, Kurt Masters, and Leslie 
Seppala for volunteering time and/or supplies for our Children’s Programs. 


The library is subscribed to and can now offer our library patrons access to the 
New Hampshire Downloadable Book (NHDB) consortium. This gives library 
patrons access to downloadable audio and e-books in the state collection. If you 
have an e-reader, PC, Mac, tablet, android device, or mp3 player you can borrow up 
to three books at time from the NHDB for 14 days. To access this service you must 
be a Jefferson Public Library patron with a library card that has a barcode. 


The library still offers high speed wireless internet access to patrons who bring in 
their laptops or tablets to the library as well as three public access computers (1 
dedicated to kids in the children’s room). We also have a copier and wireless print- 
er available to the public. Our collection contains several newspaper subscriptions 
and a variety of magazine subscriptions as well as audio books and movies. We also 
have a laminator available for use by patrons it can take items up to 24”wide. We 
are constantly taking suggestions on how to make the collection more useful for 
our patrons. 


The Friends of the Library continued their financial support of the library with 
newspaper and magazine subscriptions, and assisting us with our annual book 
sale. We appreciate all their help and encourage the community to support their 
efforts on our behalf. Please stop in and become a member of Friends, volunteers 
are always welcome. 


We had several successful fundraisers this year including our annual Library Book 
Sale that is held in conjunction with the Jefferson Historical Society's Annual 
Postcard Show. Special thanks to them again for letting us take advantage of the day. 
We also had a successful Thanksgiving Pie Sale and hosted a Cookie Walk during the 
Jefferson Christmas Festival. We want to thank everyone who donated to our 
fundraisers and who supported us by purchasing items at our fundraisers. We look 
forward to continuing these fundraisers and exploring more opportunities as well. 


Jefferson's Crocheting & Knitting Group continues to use the library as a weekly 
meeting location. The Jefferson Historical Society uses the library for its monthly 
meetings during the winter season. The book club has obtained books from Reads 
to Go Kits and has made selections so that they can meet approximately every two 
months to discuss a new book. This year we hosted Edie Clark's Baked Beans & 
Fried Clams program at the Town Hall. Funding for this program was made possi- 
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ble by obtaining a New Hampshire Humanities Council Grant. Additional library 
programming ideas are always welcomed and encouraged.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Jefferson Planning Board held seventeen meetings this past year. One subdi- 
vision of property, two boundary line adjustments of properties and one voluntary 
merger of lots were approved. The Board also had a lengthy consultation on a sub- 
division of property that ultimately did not go forward. Selectmen requested a rec- 
ommendation from the Planning Board on an issue pertaining to an access road 
which involved hearings and a site visit. Throughout their deliberations Board 
members have tried to keep to this purpose: to avoid scattered and premature sub- 
division of land and to provide for the harmonious development of the municipal- 
ity and its environs in general, which will create conditions favorable to health, 
safety, convenience, and prosperity while avoiding an excessive expenditure of 
public funds for the supply of public services. 


Susan Griffin and Gordon Rebello ably served as Chairman and Vice-Chairman for 
the past year. Board members include Michael Meehan, Charles Muller, Vernon 
Matson, and Jeffery Young. Jason Call and Donna Laurent serve as alternates. A 
representative from the Board of Selectmen, Kevin Meehan, serves on the Planning 
Board as well. Charlene Wheeler continues to serve as secretary to the Board. 
Currently, there are openings for alternate members on the Board. Citizens who 
may be interested in serving the Town in this capacity are encouraged to contact 
the Town office for information. 


The Board has also worked reviewing the Land Use Ordinance and the subdivi- 
sion Procedures and Regulations. Regulations governing installation of utilities and 
safety issues with highways in the town were discussed in detail. The checklist used 
for boundary line applications was updated to give more guidance to applicants. 
All documents and application forms, as well as the Board’s meeting minutes, are 
available on the town’s website. 


Chairman Griffin and the Board secretary attended a 2013 NH Municipal Law 
Lecture held in Littleton this past September. It was presented by one of the NH 
Local Government Center's Legal Service attorneys. Addressed were issues in writ- 
ing conditions before granting approval to applications and procedures for grant- 
ing conditional and final approvals. Information was shared with other Board 
members at subsequent meetings. Board members continue to expand their work- 
ing knowledge of the state’s planning regulations. 


The Planning Board meets on the second and fourth Tuesday of each month in 
the town office. All meetings are open to the public and the Board encourages any- 
one who is interested to attend.

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The Jefferson Planning Board, pursuant to RSA 674:39-aa (Each municipality 
shall publish this notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.), is giving 
notice to property owners in Jefferson of the following information regarding 
involuntary merged lots: 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. - 
|. In this section: 


(a) “Involuntary merger” and “involuntarily merged” mean lots merged by mu- 
nicipal action for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of 
the owner. 


(b) “Owner” means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in ques- 
tion, even if such person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the invol- 
untary merger. 


(c) “Voluntary merger” and “voluntarily merged” mean a merger under RSA 
674:39-a, or any overt action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots 
as merged such as, but not limited to, abandoning a lot line. 


Il. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by 
a city, town, county, village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request 
of the owner, be restored to their premerger status and all zoning and tax maps 
shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as 
recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 


(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 


(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner 
in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners 
shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the bur- 
den of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 


Il. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the 
provisions of RSA 676. 


lV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted 
prior to the effective date of this section, to restore previously merged properties 
that are less restrictive than the provisions in paragraph | and Il. 


V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to 
cure any non-conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 


VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily 
merged lots may be restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such 
notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January 1, 2012 and shall 
remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall also publish 
the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEAL 


The Jefferson Zoning Board of Appeal held two meetings this past year. The 
Board, which usually schedules meetings for the second Thursday of the month, 
only meets when an application for an appeal is received requesting a variance, a 
special exception, or an appeal from an administrative decision. 


A variance is an authorization, which may be granted under special circum- 
stances, to use your property in a way that is not permitted under the strict terms 
of the Land use Ordinance. Certain sections of the Land Use Ordinance provide 
that a particular use of property will be permitted by special exception if specific 
conditions are met. Some examples of permitted uses by special exception are 
operating a business, a clinic, or telecommunication facilities. 


Anyone wishing to erect a new building or any landowner wanting to add on to 
or to modify an existing building must apply to the Selectmen for permission to 
build. The Selectmen will then study the case and, if it is not in violation of the Land 
Use Ordinance, will give written permission, or in any instance requiring subdivi- 
sion, will refer the application to the Planning Board. In the case where the con- 
struction will be in violation of the Land Use Ordinance, the Selectmen must deny 
permission and will so notify the applicant in writing. At this time, if the applicant 
so desires, he or she may apply to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a variance 
or special exception. The applicant will be given the forms and instructions for 
applying to the Board and will be told when the Board meets. 


Also if you have been denied a permit, or are affected by some other decision 
regarding the administration of the Jefferson Land Use Ordinance, and you believe 
that the decision was made in error under the provisions of the ordinance, you may 
appeal the decision to the Board of Adjustment. The appeal will be granted if you 
can show that the decision was indeed in error. 


Forms and instructions needed by applicants are available on the town’s website 
as well as the town office.

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REPORT OF THE 
JEFFERSON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Dear Members, 


Our 2013 season has just ended with our closing down the museum for the win- 
ter. Our foyer and newly created library center is freshly painted. We have created 
a larger gift shop area and plan to increase and vary our items for sale. 


Over the coming winter, and to be ongoing, are to be our efforts to reorganize 
and label our files so that they can be accurately accessed for their historical con- 
tent. Computerizing our collection is planned in the future. 


There are also plans afoot to offer a new exhibit for our town and visitors for next 
summer. Several ideas are presently being explored. An update will be forthcom- 
ing in the spring. 


We greeted over 100 visitors nationwide as well as from Canada, with the major- 
ity being regionally located. Interest in our collection is fairly evenly divided 
between the permanent exhibits and the variety and extent of the artifacts on the 
“left” side of the museum. 


Our public relations efforts continue to advertise our society and museum 
through the regular news and updates in the Jefferson Column of the Coos County 
Democrat, thanks to Wilma Corrigan. In addition we are featured in the Northern 
Arts Alliance calendar and on Facebook. Our rack cards are also more widely dis- 
tributed in our ongoing efforts to promote the contents of our museum.

2013 ANNUAL REPORT OF DISTRICT ACTIVITIES 


For 2013, no assessments were made to the member municipalities for the District 
Budget. A surplus of $249,975.68 from the 2012 budget was used to reduce appor- 
tionments with the net assessment for each member municipality being covered by 
the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. In addition, there will be no assessments to the mem- 
ber communities for the 2014 Budget. 


Our Materials Recycling Facility processed a total of 1,574.59 tons of recyclables, for 
the period January 1, 2013 through December 31, 2013, representing $205,407.46 of 
marketing income to the District. 


For calendar year 2013, our Transfer Station received 2,449 deliveries from District resi- 
dents for a total of 559.47 tons of bulky waste and construction and demolition debris. In 
addition, our 324 commercial accounts delivered 288.58 tons of bulky waste and con- 
struction and demolition debris and 227.14 tons of wood. Recycling at the Transfer Station 
consisted of 1,040.77 tons of wood that was processed through a grinder, 171.82 tons of 
scrap metal; 405.06 tons of leaf and yard waste and 200 tons of brush which was chipped 
with the District owned chipper. In addition, 259 refrigerators/air conditioners; 128 
propane tanks; 5,605 tires; 15,883 feet of fluorescent bulbs; 300 fluorescent U tubes and 
HID lamps; 301 pounds of ballasts and 74.46 tons of electronics were recycled. We also 
received 1,070 gallons of waste oil from our residents which was used in our waste oil fur- 
nace to heat the recycling center. Transfer Station recycling income totaled $30,309.40. 
The District owns and operates the Recycling Center and Transfer Station. 


Election of officers was held at the District Annual Meeting in April 2013: Linda 
Cushman of Jefferson was re-elected Chairman; Ray Aube of Randolph was re-elected Vice 
Chairman and Clara Grover of Errol was re-elected Secretary-Treasurer. Other District 
Representatives are: Raymond Holt of Dummer, Yves Zornio of Gorham, Michael Rozek of 
Berlin, Paul Grenier for the Coos County Unincorporated Places, Richard Lamontagne of 
Milan, Michael Phillips of Northumberland and George Bennett of Stark. 


In June, the District conducted its twenty-second annual Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day. The collection was held at the District Transfer Station with 287 households 
participating. The project was funded through the District Household Hazardous Waste 
Fund with a $25,000 payment from the Mt. Carberry Landfill Budget. No assessment was 
made to the District communities. In addition, a grant from the State of New Hampshire 
reimbursed the District at $0.171 per capita. The next Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day will be held Saturday, June 7, 2014 at the District Transfer Station. 


2013 was the eleventh year of operations for the AVRRDD Mt. Carberry Landfill. 
Since purchasing the landfill in December 2002, no assessments have been made to 
the District municipalities for Mt. Carberry Landfill operations, with income raised 
through landfill tipping fees covering operating expenses. The landfill is operated, 
under contract with the District, by Cianbro Corp.

The past year was a very busy one as the work continued on the field with the 
goal of holding the formal dedication and opening day ceremonies in 2014. 


We were able to top dress the field and seed it in 2012. We purposefully did not 
use the field during the summer of 2013 in order to give the grass a chance to get 
fully established. The seeding, fertilizing, weed control and mowing of the field has 
been done voluntarily by Mike Josselin who played on one of Forrest's teams as a 
youngster. 


During 2013 additional landscaping has been done as well as applying infield 
mix to provide a smooth and safe infield that drains properly. We also added a 
warning track and fencing. The fencing, a 4 foot homerun fence and an 8 foot foul 
line fence, were donated by Santa's Village in memory of Paul Dubois who was a 
manager at Santa’s Village when they first started sponsoring the Jefferson Little 
League teams. 


Ted and Wanda Lacasse who own abutting land gave permission to cut several 
large trees which shaded the right field line and were a safety concern. The Olsen 
family donated fills material to improve the access road and parking lot. Ben Gross 
Plumbing ran water to the field. An old ‘snack shack’ from Santa’s Village was 
moved by Hicks Logging and will be the field’s Snack Bar. Electricity has been run; 
bleachers were constructed; brush has been cut; draining improved. This truly has 
been a community effort with approximately $17,000 in donated labor and 
material provided by businesses and individuals this year alone! 


In the spring the monument stone and flag pole will be installed, finishing touch- 
es made to the snack bar and the field will be ready for play. The current plan is to 
hold the League opening day ceremonies in Jefferson with the teams marching 
from the Hillside Cemetery parking lot to the field where a formal dedication will 
be held. 


We appreciate the continued support of all of you as we move forward with our 
plan to add a playground and possibly a picnic area; improve the access road; and 
install a sign near the field entrance on Route 2.

Dear Select Board, 


Please accept our gratitude for the town’s continued support of Caleb Caregivers. We will 
be celebrating our 20th year of actively serving to keep Seniors living independently in the 
towns of Bethlehem, Carroll, Dalton, Groveton, Jefferson, Lancaster, Littleton and 
Whitefield. 


This work, carried out entirely by our cadre of 70 dedicated volunteers, services about 200 
clients annually. Our transportation volunteers cover about 30,000 miles providing trans- 
portation for shopping and medical appointments to health centers as distant as 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock in Lebanon and the VA in Jamaica Plains, MA as well as to the Norris 
Cotton Cancer Center in St. Johnsbury. In addition, volunteers commit to one-on-one visit- 
ing to frail Seniors with little or no family locally to provide a social connection. Caleb vol- 
unteers also distribute Commodity Foods every other month to clients unable to get to the 
distribution spots. 


Our community value can be calculated several ways which indicates a variance of 
$40,000 to $500,000 (when considering the value of billable time of doctors and specialists 
our clients visit. Transportation remains the #1 hurdle for Seniors in accessing health care in 
the region). 


This April Caleb downsized its offices and operating expenses (and continues to look for 
operating economies) in order to live within our means and focus on core services. But, 
pressure from other social service agencies seeking grant support has meant a smaller slice 
of the charitable funding pie for all the requests. We still, thankfully, receive generous sup- 
port from the faith community and many smaller contributors to our annual appeal, as well 
as continuing appropriations from the 8 towns in our service area. One promising fund rais- 
ing effort has been to start a footrace and walk-a-thon that coincides with the Whitefield 
Common Day in early August. We believe this will grow into a solid source of operating 
funds over time. 


Recently we have been swamped with a growing number of requests for service from 
new clients. We have had no recourse but to place these folks on a waiting list as more vol- 
unteers are recruited, background-checked, trained and placed into service. Fortunately 
several new volunteers will be activated after the holidays. 


Our request for 2014 renews last year’s request of $2,000.

White Mountain Mental Health 


The past year has been extremely challenging for Community Mental Health. As 
the need for responsive and effective mental health and substance abuse treat- 
ment increases, the resources continue to shrink. One has only to open a newspa- 
per, a web browser or listen to the nightly news to realize that untreated mental ill- 
ness can result not only in personal distress, physcial illness, disruption of families 
and loss of employment productivity, but also in loss of life - most commonly 
through suicide, but also through homicide. Although we may feel insulated from 
the kind of terrible events that have happened in Newtown, Connecticut and other 
communities across the country, we are actually not immune. A strong mental 
health system available to everyone in the community is crucial to assure that peo- 
ple who are struggling receive help. Northern Human Services is proud to be the 
behavioral health safety net for our communties. No other organization provides 
the kind of comprehensive 24/7 services that extend far beyond office-based 
counseling. These services include day and nighttime mental health evaluations at 
local hospital emergency rooms, 24/7 telephone access to a psychiatrist, same day 
treatment in crisis situations, expert behavioral health response to local disasters in 
schools, municipalities and places of business and home and community-based 
services. 


To continue to keep our communities safe and healthy, we need the support of 
our towns. In 2013 Northern Human Services — White Mountain Mental Health pro- 
vided services to 973 unduplicated persons. These people received 10,114 hours of 
service. The full cost of these services was $1,163,110. We are asking our towns to 
contribute less than 2% of this cost to assist us in maintaining our sliding fee scale, 
our emergency services system and our assistance, at no charge, in the event of 
school, community and workplace tragedies.
